A man is no 
lo nger a mechanic, he is o nly part o f a ma­ 
chine. 
Certainly labo r is entitled to 
a po r­ 
tio n o f tho adv antage» o f this labo r-sav ing 
machinery . 
It is wro ng to bring the labo r 
o f wo men and children into tho mill and 
facto ry and make tramps o ut o f the hus­ 
band and father. 
The tramp law o f the 
different states aro mainly the enactments 
o f tho last twelv o y ears. These laws punish 
tho result witho ut reaching and remo v ing 
the cause. 
It is {useless to pass laws to 
punish tramjw while we permit a sy stem to 
ex ist that creates tramps. ’

We were then in the n eighborhood 
of latitud e 27 d egrees, or about i JO miles 
further n orth tn an Key West, 
Between 1 
an d 2 o’clock in thq aftern oon I happen ed 
out on d ev.-i, an d saw iu» t en ough sun try ­ 
in g to shin o to show that tu? sun was n ot 
en tirely d roivn e I out. 
But the sun . curi­ 
ously en ough, was still over iu the ea t, 
when it should have been to the westward 
of us 
After cogitatin g over this phen omo- 
n< n for a short time I started aft lo look at 
the compass, an d foun d n early all the passen ­ 
gers gathered on tho afterd o 'k. 
The com­ 
pass showed th at we were movin g south­ 
ward an d head in g for S t Ivitt^ a’gain . 
Tho passen gers an d all tho steward 's boys 
were watchin g a curious column that rose 
straight up out of the sea, an d seemed to be 
clusin g u\ 
They lost n o time in tellin g th * 
n ew-comer that tho column was a water­ 
spout, an d th at the ship had been d od gin g 
it for the last half hour. 
It was said to be. 
when I first saw it, about two miles from 
the ship, an d looked a t th at d istan ce, about 
the d iameter of a hogshead . 
The column 
of water must have been fully half a mile 
high, an d from the top of it spran g a d ark- 
colored tail, lookin g like smoke comin g out 
of a chimn ey, but perfectly roun d . 
This 
upper part wen t up zig/.ag fashion as far as 
wo could see an d d isappeared in the cloud s. 
W hen first seen the waterspout was imme­ 
d iately in fron t of us, an d the ship's course 
was chan ged to avoid i t 
Then it started 
after us, an d we con tin ued to d od ge it for 
more than half an hour. 
A t last we left it 
behin d an d resumed our course. 
We d id 
n ot see it break, but lo3t it in the d istan ce. 
I asked Capt. 
Frazer afterw ard what 
would have been the result if we had run in to 
It, an d ho replied th at the ship's goin g in to 
it would un d oubted ly have broken tho col­ 
umn , so that a few hun d red thousan d ton s 
of water would have come d own on our 
head s very much to the d etrim en t of all 
our “upper works.” 
Ho thought it would 
n ot have d amaged the solid parls of tho 
ship, but perhaps it was just as well n ot to 
give it a chan ce to try. The weather cleared 
oil* in the even in g,.but we still had a rough 
sea—so rough, that steamer chairs •ould 
n ot stan d stead ily en ough < u d eck to be 
used with comfort or safety. 
On tho fol­ 
lowin g d ay the weather was much cooler 
an d more pleasan t, an d tho sea smoother. 
On Thursd ay, with an other rough sea, we 
got a welcome remin d er th at we were ap­ 
proachin g cooler climates. 
A t 2 o'clock iu 
the aftern oon , when we were said to be 
just opposite Hatteras, all tho awn in gs were 
taken d own . 
There was n o further Use for
